Street Damage Slight 

As soon as the heavy rainfall had 
HUl)sided many p*-ople came out oti the 
streets, led by curiosity to see what 
damage had been done. Kxamiiiution 
all over town showed the cliief Injury 
was to gutters .and paving on South 
Haldwin avetnie. Woi>den liridges 
across the gutters were dislodged and 
the terrilic pressure loosened boards 
on some of tlie box culverts Imt did 
not uncover tliem. In a few places the 
rock walls of the gutters wa-rc broken 
HiKi large boles washed out, but tliers 
wa.s no damage which cannot he easily 
repaired. The big ditch at the foot of 
Haldwin avenue along Live Oak was 
wn.shed out still larger, as was the 
ditcti at the foot of Idnia street. 

In other places about town the chief 
damage was from gravel curried down 
by the rushing waters tind deiHisited in 
the streets. Several hundred loads will 
have to be hauled away to get the 
streets cleaned again. The total ex- 
Iieiise of cleaning and rciialring the 
strei-ts will proliubly lie close to 
ll.ODU. 

Mountains Not Affooted 

la one rcsiiecl the conditions of the 
sform seem to have lieen the reverse ot 
the usual storm. Judging li.v the flow 
coming out of the Santa Anita and 
f'Jatoii's canyons the rainfall in the 
mountains must have been less than 
In valley, whereas the heavier preclid- 
lation is usually in the mountnlns. As 
a rule a storm of anything like the 
severity of this one will send the 
moimluin streams on u rampage, while 
the streams on Wednesday afternoon 
were carr.vlng only ii small fraction of 
the amount they had after the storms 
of a few weeks ago. 

Other Districts Suffer 

While the precipitation In the moun¬ 
tains just hack of Sierra Madre ap¬ 
pears to have been cotnimratlvely light, 
the rainfall In the hack ranges and to 
the east must have been extremely 
heavy, as Indicated hy the swollen 
condition of the San Oahrlel river and 
other stn-ams. Monrovia was deluged, 
water coming In such torrents us to 
flood some stores to a depth of two 
feet. Covina was the worst sufferer of 
the valley towns. Many stores were 
flooded, orange groves inundated and 
houses washed from their foundations, 
and two lives lost. The damage in 
that vicinity was estimated at JIOO.OOO. 
In the lowhinds toward the ocean con¬ 
ditions were much worse than during 
the flood of two weeks ago, many 
square iniles of land being inundiuted. 

l.rtis Angeles and Pasadena suffered 
vast damage from the torrents rushing 
down from the highlands. Pasadena 
mereliants along Cedorado street had 
a hard time to k«M'p water out of their 
stores, streets being Hooded and later 
left covered with mud and gravel.
